Washington, Feb. 8.—Wm. M. Ros- 


siter, who, on Wednesday last, was 
appointed by President Roosevelt as 
acting public printer, in t»lace of Pub- 
lic Printer Stillings, who is still under 
suspension, pending an investigation 
of the affairs of his office, went to the 
treasury department Friday to have 
his bond approved.

Washington. Feb. S—What will be 


known as "the minority currency 
bill" was introduced Friday b\ Rep 
resentative John Sharpe Williams oi 
Mississippi, the Democratic leader oi 
the House, who drew the measure as 
the result of a conference of Demi- 
crats behind closed doors yesterday. 


Among the provisions of the bil 


are the following: 


It repeals all laws permitting na 


tional banks to keep three-fifths 
of 


their reserves in national banks of 
reserve cities, and similar la-ns per- 
mitting such deposit of 
one-half of 


the reserve amounts. 


It provides that not less than one- 


half of the reserves now required tu 
be 'kept in lawful money in centra! 
reserve cities shall be hereafter held 
in gold or gold certificates. 


No national bank shall loan in the 


aggregate more than seven times the 
amount of its paid up capital plus its 
unimpaired surplus. 


Violation is punishable as provided 


in the section preceding. 
Any na- 


trona$.baifk may keep 50 per cent oi 
its reserve in United States bonds, of 
states, or in the bonds of certain i 
mcipalities; but in more than one- 
fourth of the 
total reserve may be 


kept in state or municipal 
bonds 


and the bonds shall 
be acceptable 


only of such miuiicipalries as have 
maintained their bonds 
at or abov • 


par for six years preceding, and havo 
been in corporate existence 10 years, 
and have never 
defaulted in 
their 


funded debt, and whose net indebt- 
edness does not exceed IS per cent o_ 
their taxable property. 


The acceptability of such bonds a? 


reserve security shall be passed on b;. 
the attorney general of the state in 
which, the municipality is located, 
and these bonds shall be known as 
"interconvertible bonds." 


The elastic currency feature of tfie 


bill is' contained in a section which 
provides-that - these interconvertible 
bonds may be deposited ''in the near- 
est subtreasury," and the depositing

United States emergency treasury 
ndtes. These notes shall be in the 
nature ojc a loan, subject to a taxation, 
of one per 
cent for the first four 


mqjfQis of their issuance, one-half of 
one' per «ent for. the second month, 
anW one per cent thereafter. c When 
the" "bank feels that the emergency- 
has passed and the loan notes are no 
longer needed, it may redeem them 
with actual money. Such redemption. 


moneys shall constitute special fund 
for U»o purpose of redeeming United 
Slates emergency currency 
notes 


whenever they are presented for pay- 
ment, tin- notes to be then cancelled 
and destroyed. These notes shall bo 
legal tender. 


For .the creation of » fund of $18,. 


000,000 for the payment of deposit- 
<ors of failed banks operating under 
the provisions of this law there is 
authorized the imposition of a tax of 
one-sixteenth of on* per cent on the 
deposits ot banks t.o 
operating and 


whoso consoit to be so taxed has been 
obtained. 


The lin.il section of 
the bill pro- , 


vides that no bank officer shall make 
a loan for the purpose of stock gam-! 
tiling and fixes as the penalty for vio. ' 
lating, a fine in the amount of 
the 


loan, or imprisonment.

Tasty Dishes for Evening Entertainments 


Oyster Savory. Take four cups of 


milk and add to it a slice of onion, two 
stalks of celery, two pieces of mace, a 
sprig of parsley" and a bay leaf. "Scald 
the milk wfth these ingredients fn it. 
Remove the seasoning and add the 
strained liquor from a quart of oysters, 
add salt and pepper, two tablespoons i>f 
butter, creamed with two of flour. Cook 
all this tog-ether, and then add the oys- 
ters and cook until the edges curl up. 
Then serve immediately. 


Oyster R«ly Poly. Cut even slices of 


cold turkey, chicken or duck. 
Over 


each strip place a slice of bacon cut 
very thin, and on top of the bacon 
place a. large oyster. 
Roll these up 


and tic secxirely with thin white cord 
or strong white thread. 
Season with 


salt and pepper and place in a. very hot 
pan with an avnple supply of melted 
butter. Put the cover on the chafing 
dish and let them fry long enough to 
cook the bacon, basting them frequent- 
ly, with the melted butter. Serve with 
a sprig of parsley or water cress, and 
pour over them a little of the brown 
butter which has been thickened with a 
dash of flour. 


Oyster Tonlcttc. Take two dozen'oys- 


ters and scald them in their own 
liquor. 
Put into the pan two table- 


spoons of butter, and when melted add 
four tablespoons of flour, and blend un- 
til perfectly smooth. 
Now add the 


oyster juice, with one cup of cream, 
pepper and salt and a dash of nutmeg, 
if the flavor is liked. Take off the pan 
and when a little cool stir In the 
beaten yolks of four eggs and return to 


the flre, stirring constantly until thick. 
Drop the oysters in for a moment and 
pour out immediately and serve. 


Lobster Xewberg. Cut the meat of 


one large lobster in small cubes. Melt 
in the pan one tablespoon of butter, 
half cup of sherry, then a.dd the lob- 
ster meat anil let it cook for at least 
ten minutes. Take the yolks of three 
eggs and boat thoroughly, add to them 
one tablespoon of rich cream. 
Add a 


cup of cream to the lobster at the end 
of the ten minutes, add pepper and salt 
and let it cook until it boils up in 
bubbles. At the last minute stir in the 


s and serve immediately. 


Creamed Shrimps. A reliable brand 


of canned shrimps will be suitable for 
this dish. Take one tablespoon of but- 
ter, and cream it with the same amount 
of flour, add one teacup of rich cream, 
a dash of red pepper, a little lemon juice. 
and enough tomato sauce to color it a 
little. 
Put all this into the chafing 


rlish and let it come to a boil. being 
sure to stir constantly. 
Add a good 


half pound of shrimps which have 
been picked into small bits, boil up 
once and serve on hot buttered crack- 
ers. 


Hot Cheese Sandwiches. Slice white 


bread very thin. a.nd cut in rounds with 
a biscuit cutter. Bread that is a day or 
two old is best f«r this purpose. 
Put 


a thick layer of grated cheese between 
two 
slices. 
making 
a 
sandwich. 


sprinkle with salt and a dash of cayenne 
pepper and press them well together. 
Frv these sandwiches a delicate brown 


on each side, using olive oil instead of 
butter, which must be boiling when you 
put in the sandwiches. Serve very hot. 
y 


Welsh Rarebit. Put a tablespoon of 


butter in the chafing dish pan, add to it 
two pounds of sharp cheese, chopped 
fine, a large pinch of salt, a liberal dash 
of cayenne pepper, a tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce, and stir con- 
stantly until thoroughly melted. Then 
add a wine glass of porter or ale and 
a teaspoonful of dry mustard and stir 
until it bubbles. Serve on hot toast 
This should be made over the hot wa- 
ter pan. and the secret of all good 
rarebits is to take them off the fire at 
the crucial moment. 


HAIR ADVICE

CANARY HINTS 


Beware of mites, particularly in the 


breeding season. Scald out the breed- 
ing-cage well before the birds go in 
it. and also scald the nest cup as soon 
as the young birds flutter out of it. 
Indeed, as soon as the young can hop, 
or even be lifted with impunity, it is 
well to put the whole family in a 
fresh, newly-cleaned domicile. 


The mites are small crawling things, 


almost invisible to the naked 
eye. 


They would be quite invisible but for 
their color-—a bright cochineal red. 
They leave the birds at night, and 
crawl back just before daylight. 
This 


habit is. in a way. the bird's salvation. 


If a bird is infested, set the cage 


upon a table, and throw a breadth of 
Canton flannel, woolly side down, all 
over it, then darken the room com- 
pletely, and 'leave it for three hours. 
Take off the flannel quickly, and souse 
It in boiling water. 
Do this several 


times. After a day or two. cover the 
cage all night, and whisk off the flan- 
nel just before daybreak. 
Never wait 


a minute to scald it: the mites scamper 
and scatter at a great rate, and will 
harbor in human hair if they get the 
chance. Take the bird from the cage 
blow its feathers lightly apart, and 
dust it with a good Insert powder. 


Scald the cage well with boiling car- 


bolic soap-suds, then with clear water, 
and dry it either on the range or in 
the sun before putting the bird back. 
While getting rid of mites, it Is a good 
plan to put in hollow perches, with 
holes cut close underneath where the 
birds roost. The mites crawl thickly 
inside 
these holes. 
Take out 
the 


perches 
before daybreak, and 
scald 


them for half an hour. 
This kills 


mites 
and eggs—a 
most important 


Consideration.
